HEARING NEXT SATURDAY 


Organization Is Said to Have 
Defaulted in Payment on 
$56,000 Bonds. 


An application for a receiver for the 
Glen Echo Country Club was filed in 
Judge Wurdeman’s court at Clayton 
today. The Judge set Saturday as the 
time for hearing arguments on the pe- 
tition. The club recently defaulted on 


the payment of $56,000 of ¢ts outstanding 
bonds. 

A. W. Southward, W. G. Hagar and 
H. L. Parker are the signers of the pe- 
tition, and the Glen Echo Club, the 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co. and Fred 
Vierling, a.trustee, are named as de- 
fendants. 

Diagnosis of a Golfer. 

According to the petition, the club is 
without funds, and there is so much 
factional feeling among the members 
that it will be impossible to continue 
the club as a social organization. 

As one of the expert golf players of 
Glen Echo might express it, the club 
is in a. fog and will have to loft over 
a difficult financial bunker with the 
long odds against it. These conditions 
foursome into a receivership. 

The lie is such that there is a break- 
club between the tee-off and the fair 
green—also the long green—thus mak- 
ing an approach to the Circuit Court 
the only safe putt. 


Glen Echo has used the baffy, the 
brassie, the cleek, the driver and the 
mashie without being able to raise 
even a little dust. It has tried press- 
ing to no avail, and at last has reached 
the conclusion that something is wrong 
with its stance. 

However it tries, Glen Echo can’t seem 
to square tne game. It sclaffs and 
scruffs and tops and its swing and 
stroke are such that it can’t seem to 
reut down the monetary bogey playing 
against it. The best it hopes to do is 
to halve the game with its creditors. 

Capitalization of $30,000. 

The petition sets forth the club has 
a capitalization of $35,000, divided into 
350 shares, but that it is impossible to 
tell how many shares of stock are out- 
standing. This, it is alleged, is due ta 
the fact that many members who sold 
their memberships failed to send in the 
old stock certificates. New certificates 
were issued to the purchasers of these 
memberships and, in consequence, ths 
petition says, there are duplicate cer- 
tificates outstanding in many cases. 
The indebtedness of the club is stat- 
ed in the petition to be about $85, 
Of this $56,000 in bonds and $20,000 
notes are held by the Mississippi Val- 
ley Trust Co. The club also owes $3000 
interest, $1200 taxes and about $5000 in 
salaries, the petitioners assert. 

A meeting of stockholders was held 
Dec. 15, the petition says, and four 
propositions were submitted to the mem- 
bers. These were to assess each mem- 
ber $75 to meet the club’s expenses; to 
increase the annual dues from $100 to 
$150; to sell 23 acre& of the club’s prop-| 
erty; to issue second mortgage notes. 
All of these propositions were rejected 
by the members. 

The petitioners assert that the Mis- 
sissippi Valley is demanding payment 
on the $20,000 of notes and is threaten- 
ing to foreclose on the $56,000 of bonds. 
It is alleged in the petition that there 
i$ some doubt as to the validity of the 
bonds as a lien against the property as 
no stockholders’ meeting was ever held 
to authorize, the issuance of the bonds. 
They were put. on the market in 1906. 
Doubt as to the validity of these bonds 
might affect the title to the club’s prop- 
erty to such an extent that on a forced 
sale the property would not bring 
enough to meet the obligations, the peti- 
tioners say. They assert the club has 
been running at a loss for some time 
and that its receipts have-now prac- 
tically stopped. There is a monthly 
pay roll of $500 and the petitioners say 
there is no money in the treasury and 
the club is insolvent.

Another British Liner 
Flies the U. S. Flag 


By Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—Passengers on 
the Cunard Line British steamer Or- 
duna, which arrived here today from 
England, said that the steamer flew 
the American flag for nearly 24 hours, 
Jan. 31, while passing through the 
Irish Sea. The Stars and Stripes, they 
said, weré hoisted on Sunday about an 
hour after the’ Orduna left Liverpool, 
and were not hauled down until early 
Monday. 

The Orduna was scheduled to sail 
fiom IAverpool Saturday, Jan. 30, but 
did not depart untill 10:30 o'clock the 
next morning. Passengers heard that 
ihe reason for the délay was that a 
German submarine was hovering in the 
neighborhood. The American flag was 
raised, they said, shortly after the Or- 
duna cleared the Mersey. The steam- 
ship touchéd at Queénstown the same 
day and was flying the Stars and 
Stripes when she entered and left the 
harbor, they said. 

The explanation which the passen- 
gers received from some of the Or- 
duna’s under officers was that the flag 
had been raised for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the American citizens among 
the 240 passengers. 

H. T. Strong of this city and James 
Ford of Lynn, Mags., were two of the 
passengers who said they would vouch 
over their names that the American 
flag was carried by the ship. They say 
it Was not until she had cleared the 
Irish Sea that it was hauled down.

OR TESTIFIES | 
GRAFT TRIAL 
EAST ST. LOUMS 


Chamberlin Called to Stand in 
Case Against Six Former 
Officials. 


John'M. Chamberlin, Mayor of East 
St. Louis, was called as a witness this 
morning in the trial of six former city 
officials.on graft charges, which are 
grouped under the head of a conspiracy 
to defraud the City Treasury of $100,000. 
The defendants are former Mayor Lam- 
bert, former Comptrollers Faulkner and 
Rodenberger, former Treasurer Gerold, 
former Alderman Tietje and Lester 
Grigsby, former clerk in the Health De- 
partment, now Chief of Detectives. 
Mayor Chamberlin was asked about 
only one matter, the refusal of Comp- 
troller Rodenberger to turn over the 
bond register and other books of rec- 
ord desired for the graft investigation 
by State’s Attorney Webb. 

The Mayor said he gave Webb an or- 
der on Rodenberg, directing him to turn 
the books over to Webb. Rodenberg re- 
fused to do so. Three days later, he 
says, it was reported to him that the 
books had been stolen. 

‘“‘Who wanted the books most?’ asked 
one of the lawyers for the defense. 
Chamberlin replied that he supposed 
Webb wanted them most, as he was 
the one who asked for them. 


Questioned About Reporter. 
‘‘Was Mr. Betts with Mr. Webb when 


he asked for the books?” was the next 
question, This referred to Curtis A. 
Betts, a Post-Dispatch reporter, who 
made the investigation covering many 
months, which uncovered the _ graft 
charges. The Mayor said he did not 
remember whether Betts was with Webb 
at the time. 

The Mayor carried a lighted cigar to 
the witnéss stand, and was somewhat 
embarrassed, when Judge Maddox or-’ 
dered him to “stop smoking.”’ 

Henry Burton, a driver who was in 
the employ of Gerold’s private business 
establishment from January to August, 
1912, testified that he received none 
of the money (several hundred dollars) 
which was paid out on treasury war- 
rants in his name for his work in haul- 
ing city garbage to feed hogs owned by 
Gerold. 

Says Gerold Paid His Wages. 

He said Gerold paid him $9 a week 
for the work he did for Gerold, and that 
the garbage hauling was made a part 
of his regular duty. The hogs were in 
a pen on Forty-second street, and he 
sald he took directions from Grigsby, 
in the Health Department, as to the 
times for delivering the garbage to them. 
The State intends to show that Grigsby 
was interested with Gerold in the hogs 
which were thus fattened with city gar- 
bage. 

Frank Holten, who was Gerold’s 
predecessor as treasurer, testified that 
he squared his accounts with the city 
on leaving office, and that he paid a 
discrepancy of $4000 which was shown 
by an examination. The report of an 
expert examination, made by R. W 
Boisselier, an accountant, was intro- 
duced, after some controversy, in which 
one of the lawyers for the defense chal- 
lenged the State to show it. 

Declares Firm Was Mythical. 

At last night’s session of the trial, 
Frank Schuerger, a grocery clerk, tes- 
as the “‘Schuerger Grocery Co.,’” whose 
name appeared signed to warrants for 
nearly $2000, for supplies furnished to 
the city. He said that the signatures 
of the ‘‘company”’ and of his own name, 
which appeared on some of the war-’

Machine Owners Pick Up Would-Be Passengers 
at Delmar and Taylor; Ten Organization Cars 
and Four Independents Running. 


Free automobile rides supplemented 
the jitney motor service this morning 
and several persons waiting at Delmar 
boulevard and Taylor avenue for the 
nickel cars were carried downtown with- 
out having to pay a nickel.

Crow says this bill would reduce the 
number of saloons in St. Louis to less 
than 100 or, as he puts it, would “‘es- 
tablish practical prohibition in St.

He calls the Frazier bill the “five- 
block bill.” It would prohibit the grant- 
ing of a saloon license except on the pe- 
tition of two-thirds of the taxpaying cit- 
izens and guardians of minors owning 
property in the block where the saloon 
is to be; and two-thirds of such citzens 
within five blocks, if the proposed dram- 


_ shop is within five blocks of any build- 


ing used for religious, educational or 
icharitable purposes. 
| Also Affects Small Towns. 

The act would also prohibit the grant- 
‘ing of a license in any unincorporated 
!town or municipal township, within five 
miles of any building used for religious, 
educational or charitable .purposes, ex- 
cept by a two-thirds petition of the tax 
paying citizens for five miles around. 

These provisions, Crow points out. 
would mean prohibition in small towns, 
and ‘‘minority rule,’’ amounting to pro- 
hibition, in the cities. Few locations for 
saloons could be picked in this city, he 
a>7ues, which are not within five blocks 
of some building such as the law speci- 
fies. The provision of the law, he says, 
would apply not only to churches, chap- 
els and missions of every sect, but to 
public, private and church schools, cor- 
respondence schools, music and lan- 
guage schools, libraries, asylums, hos- 


pitals, dispensaries, orphanages and 
homes for the aged. 
Of the saloons now in St. Ldgauis, 


Crow estimates, not more than 100 would 
be found to be more than five blocks 
distant from any of the buildings speci- 
fied in the proposed law. The other 
2300 saloons, he says, would have to 
vet two-thirds petitions over five-block 
areas, with all the odds against them. 
Cites an Example. 

He cites the Hotel Jefferson bar as 
an example. Suppose, Crow says, that 
the hotel desires to renew its bar li- 
cense. A large church, Christ Church 
Cathedral, and the Central Library are 
within the specified distance. There- 
fore the managetnent must make a Ccan- 
Vass covering five blocks in.each di- 
rection—20 blocks in all—and miust get 
two-thirds cf the signatures in the whole 
area. 

If there are 210 qualified property own 
ers in the block and the hotel gets 133 
of them to sign, it will still fail to get 
its license, for the law will require 140 
Seventy-one persons, with no remon- 
strance, but rnerely by refusal to sign 
the petition, could prevent the license 
trom being renewed. This is what Crow 
terms minority rvle.

BY TUMULTY 10 
WATCH SULLIVAN 


President’s Secretary Is Sus- 
picious of Chatges Coming 
From Santo Domingo.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10—Joseph P. 


Tumulty, secretary to President Wilson, 
and Representative James A. Hamill of 
New Jersey were witnesses yesterday at 
the investigation into charges against 
James M. Sullivan, Minister to the Do- 
Hearings here ‘were 


minican republic. 
concluded. 

Secretary Tumulty testified that Rep- 
resentative Hamill introduced Sullivan 
to him and that he “simply acted as a 
medium for transmitting the indorse- 
ments of Sullivan to the Secretary of 
State.” He said that he knew of no 
“flood of debts’ which were presented 
as an argument against appointing Sul- 
livan. He had heard of personal debts 
which it was claimed Sullivan owed, but 
@sserted “that is a usual thing in candi- 
dates for office.’’ 

The only real argument presented 
against Sullivan, Tumulty said, was his 
connection with the Becker trial as 
counsel for Jack Rose in New York, and 
a letter from Gov. Whitman, then Dis- 
trict Attorney, dispelled that. Tumulty 
declared he never knew of any connec- 
tion between Sullivan prior to his ap- 
pointment and the Jarvis interests in 
New York, W. C. Beer, John G. Gray or 
the Banco Nacional of the Dominican re- 
public. 

“The White House is a great clearing 
house for rumors,’’ Tumulty said, “and 
when these chargés begans to come in 
about Mr. Sullivan I heard about the 
Jarvis interesis and the Banco Na- 
cfonal. 1 asked Mr. Vick, former re- 
Ccelver-general of Dominican customs, to 
watch Mr. Sullivan closely and keep the 
White House advised. 
to warn Minister Sullivan that the Pres- 
ident would be displeased if he heard of 
Sullivan growing too close to any in- 
terests and would take such action as 
oeCame necessary.’’ 

He was inclined to be suspicious of all 
charges coming from the Dominican re 
public, but Vick had told him in relation 
tc accusations against the latter that 
the “atmosphere there was charged with 
recrimination and throat cutting.” 

Tumulty denied that the White House 
liad ever exonerated or ‘“‘whitewashed”’ 
Minister Sullivan. He said that J. 
Franklin Fort, who had headed a com- 
nission to settle a Dominican revolution, 
had told the President that Minister 
Sullivan was a “big-hearted Irishman’”’ 
end that “there was nothing against 
him.’’ He declined to express any opin- 
jon as to Sullivan's fitness for office, but 
(riticised Vick as a “‘sorehead.”’

BERLIN, via London, Feb. 10.—Ger- 
man Socialists, while not desirous of 
presenting any partisan issues or of 
taking any other action during ‘the 
present crisis whig) might .militate 
against the harmonious co-operation of 
ali parties, have surrendered none of 
their views. This is shown by the at- 
titude of the Socialist members of the 
Prussian Diet, which began a session 
yesterday. Herr Hirsch, a Socialist 
delegate, read on behalf of his party a 
declaration which is in part as follows: 

“The Socialist Democratic party main- 
tains its opposition, based on principle 
to the former Government policy, which 
policy has remained in all material 
things unchanged. The party, however, 
refrains in this critical time from in- 
troducing discussion of a polemic na- 
ture into the consigeration of the bud- 
get on its first reading.” 

Concessions Are Asked. 

Herr Hirsch «added that his party 
later would call attention to compiaints 
concerning the provisions for soldiers 
and for dependents, the food supply for 
the nation and restrictions on the free 
expression of thought. He could not 
permit the occasion to pass, he con- 
tinued, without giving expression to the 
demand of his party that the Govern- 
ment, in consequence of the situation 
brought.about by the war, should con- 
cede certain measures desired by the 
great mass of the people. These includ- 
ed the demand that.-the police cease 
their battle against the labor movement 
in general, and in particular against the 
Social Democrats and other Socialist or- 
gafizations. 

Herr Hirsch said that his party was 
opposed to political oppression, but that 
the basis of all political reforms must 
be their equa] application to all minori- 
ties, as in the case of the Danes and 
Poles. 

His party had hoped, Herr Hirsch con- 
tinued, that the Gcvernment would ful- 
fill its duty by granting uniform suf- 
frage, with the secret direct ballot, at 
the session of Oct. 20 last. He men- 
tioned the desire of the Social Demo- 
crats for an honorabl:: teace, and con- 
cluded: 

“We know that this war is desired by 
the people in none of the belligerent 
lands; that its end is everywhere longed 
for by the people. We cherish the 
confidence that the voices demanding 
peace will grow more numerous in all 
belligerent lands, will ‘make themselves 
heard in influential quarters, and that, 
under the influence of this desire for 
peace, especially of the laboring classes 
cf all lands, an assured peace may tome 
speedily, to the wellbeing of the Ger- 
man people and all humanity.”’ 

Cries of Protest, 
Herr von Heydebrand replied to Herr 
Hirsch on behalf of the non-Socialist 
parties. He declared that the present 
moment was not a suitable one for ad- 
vancing special wishes or complaints. 
The situation was one which demanded 
that the entire Prussian people shcw it- 
self united, as its soldiers on the battle- 
field were united. 
Herr Liebknecht interjected: “You 
have no right to speak in the name of 
the German people.”’ 
This remark brought forth cries of 
protest. Herr Heydebrand continued his 
reply with-an exhortation to the dele- 
gates to work together and make any 
sacrifices necessary for victory. 
After the first reading of the budget 
the Diet adjourned to Feb. 15.

Philadelphia. : 


CRAPPEL, be it understood, is an 

S Bastern dish, and one, more or 

less, that is said to have made 
Philadelphia, in particular, famous. 

There is no real reason why scrappel, 
however, should not be relished as far 
West as St. Louis. Here is the way the 
Philadelphians cook and serve it: 

Take the head, heart and any lean 
scraps of pork and boil until the flesh 
slips easily from the bones. Remove 
the fat, gristle and bones, then chop 
fine. Set the liquor in which the meat 
was boiled aside until cold, take the 
oake of fat from the surface and return 
to the fire. When it boils put tn the 
chopped meat and season well with pep- 
per and salt. Let it boll again, then 
thicken with corn meal as you would In 
making ordinary corn meal mush by let- 
ting it slip through fingers slowly to pre- 
vent lumps. Cook an hour, stirring con- 
stantly at first, afterward putting back 
on the range In a position to boil gently. 
When done pour in a long square pan, 
not too deep, and mold. In cold weather 
this will keep several weeks. Cut into 
slices when cool and fry brown, as you 
do mush.

This is the firat gold 
actually to be released, on a pure éx- 
change market operation, from _ the 
bank's Canadian reserve, to which New 
York contributed more than $80,000,000 of 
our own gold during the autumn period 
of adverse foreign exchanges. 

“This withdrawal which London, one 
may be sure, authorizes none too glad- 
ly, Marks an exceedingly interesting sit- 
uation. It is not even certain that, in 
default of some important offsetting in- 
fluence on the sterling market itself, 
this considerable shipment wil! restore 
equilibrium.
